Sierra Madre Councilman Sam Simpson was 
vehement in his eriticism Tuesday evening about 
how the South Baldwin Ave. Underground Utility 
project had been handled both by Southern Cali¬ 
fornia Edison and by the Sierra Madre city staff. 

“1 think it’s outrageous that just bectiuse 
$280,000 is available we think we have to use it. 
1 think it’s a disgrace,” he told the other council 
members. 

He pounded away, criticizing many points of 
the possible undergrounding throughout the lengthy 
discussion. However, only he and Mayor Tom Ed¬ 
wards voted against the measure. Councilman Fisa 
Fowler and Roy Buchan, and Vice-Mayor Charles 
Corp gave a nod to the possibility of Sierra Madre 
cables underground. 

Simpson questioned how many people actually 
live in the district, saying the numbers changed 
with each poll that is taken. He also questioned 
how much residettts in the district would actually 
pay to have the work done. 

■Although the electric company would do the 
preliminary work up to UK) feet, Simpson ques¬ 
tioned how much the cable company would chaige 
and how much an electrician would charge resi¬ 
dents after the 100 feet is eaten up.

The newspaper bin is filled every three weeks 
with eight or nine tons and picked up. Three 
glass bins are picked up every week and each 
group takes care of its own aluminum. 

SMFAC’s goal for 1985 is to have each 
group’s “turn” extend to less than three weeks — 
perhaps 2'': weeks, according to 1 auric Covvper. 

“We already have a full schedule for 1985 
but could accommodate more groups it we had 
more turns.

SMF-kAC has been operating the facility for 14 
years and they have beeti at the present location 
on E. Sierra Madre Blvd. for less than three years.

Western Waste 
donated the newspaper bin and Roy listoppey led 
volunteers in roofing the center and storage area.

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Veterans receive 
good home news 

There could be some surprisingly 
good news for many people who are try¬ 
ing to buy or sell a home. Many veterans 
who i'hought they were no longer eligible 
might qualify for a Veterans Administra¬ 
tion-guaranteed home loan. 

Many older veterans who once used 
their home loan eligibility and think they 
have additional eligibility due to later in¬ 
creases in the maximum guaranty which 
currently stands at $27,500. The benefit 
is also, in effect, renewable if the veteran 
pays off the original Gl home loan and 
disposes of the property. 

The Gl home loan program was es¬ 
tablished in 1944 to help returning World 
War II veterans purchase homes and pro¬ 
perty to build a home. 

Veterans can use the loan to pur¬ 
chase, construct, alter, improve, repair or 
finance a home. This includes the pur¬ 
chase of condominiums and manufac¬ 
tured homes, with or without a lot. 

The loan applicant is required to 
make his or her own arrangements through 
the usual financing channels, then the 
VA guarantees up to 60% of the loan to 
a maximum of $27,500 for home loans, 
and 50% up to $20,000 for manufactured 
homes. 

As of Nov. 21, 1984, the interest rate 
was 12.5% for home loans, 14% for im¬ 
provement loans, 15% for manufactured 
home loans and 14.5% fora manufactured 
home with lot. Lenders and brokers have 
current rates. 

Numerous non-veterans have benefit- 
ted from the program in another way. A 
non-veteran may be eligible to assume a 
veteran’s mortgage and benefit from a ty¬ 
pically lower interest rate. 

VA guarantees part of a veteran’s 
loan that helps get a “Gl loan’’ featuring: 

• A long amortization or repayment 
period with fixed-rate interest. 

• Assurance that the veteran can pay off 
all or part of the loan in advance without 
penalty. 

VA appraises the home to determine 
its reasonable value in the prevailing 
housing market. 

In most cases, VA makes available 
an inspection service for proposed new 
houses to see that the house meets ac¬ 
cepted standards of construction and 
conforms to the plans and specifications 
upon which VA’s appraisal is based.

Good eating 
reduces cancer risk 

Recent cancer research indicates 
people who change their dietary habits 
can reduce their chances of developing 
cancer. 

Although there is no known “cancer- 
proof” diet, the California Medical As¬ 
sociation says these guidelines will help 
you to maintain good health and may 
lower your risk of developing cancer. 

— Reduce dietary fats. Eat low-fat or skim- 
i.iilk products; lean broiled or baked 
meats, fish or poultry; and fresh fruits 
and vegetables prepared without oils or 
cream. 

— Eat foods high in natural fiber, such 
as whole-grain breads and cereals, fresh 
fruit and vegetables, beans, nuts and 
seeds. 

— Eat a well-balanced diet rich in 
vitamins A and C. Dark green vegetables, 
such as broccoli and spinach, and yellow- 
orange vegetables, such as carrots and 
squash, supply vitamin A. Vitamin C is 
obtained from fruit, particularly oranges, 
grapefruit, lemons, strawberries and 
melons.

There is a class of fishermen known as fly 
fishermen. Under a sub-heading is the school of 
“Match the Hatch.’’ 

If yi)u are niii familiar with this term, it simply 
means the fly fisherman tries to find what inscei is 
hatching, often revealed on the water by dimples and 
splashes and gurgles by fish that are passing.

“Why?” 1 asked him at Kivvanis lunch one day.

Coachman looks like nothing in ihe air, nothing on 
Hie ground and nothing in Hie water?” 

“I use a Royal Croaehman because it ealehes 
fish,” Walter replied. 

“Didn’t your Michigan pal Robert Traver have 
any influenee on you?”

And today, we can ehevv 
lo our hearl’s eonleni and avoid cosily denial 
bills. 

So, if you are a gum ihewer like me, 
how about giving a big lhank you to ils 
invenior I honias .Adams — and an even 
bigger smile lo moms all over the world.

Angeles Times and New York Times. 

He was assigned with Red Skelton after getting 
a job as a page and tour guide with CBS, and 
later worked for Carol Burnett. Later Glen Camp¬ 
bell more or less took Garner under his wing and 
treated the Sierra Madrean as he would his little 
brother. From there he got a job with the pur¬ 
chasing department, again at Columbia Broadcast¬ 
ing System. 

He said that doors opened up for him at this 
point and he was determined to become a part of 
the Disney organization. Out of 200 who applied 
for a job in the Disney marketing division, he was 
chosen and soon his bio featured promos and longer 
featurettes with them. 

“The Living Seas” features animated films with 
research done in the largest salt water tank in the 
world — seven million gallons of water on a 
living coral reef in Florida. Garner and his 
associates have done exhaustive studies with dol¬ 
phins for the films that have resulted. He noted 
that he “mother henned” all 12 shows. 

“The big studio era is over,” Garner said of 
the familiar, out-dated “Hollywood scene.” Studios 
have become big rental facilities. Sound stages are 
rented out nowadays as if they were garages. It’s 
a time of independent contracting instead of re¬ 
taining full staffs at the studios. 

Garner has lived in Sierra Madre with his 
family for four years. The trees, woods and small 
town atmosphere drew them here from Glendale, 
he stated. 

His wife, Susan, teaches sixth grade in central 
Los Angeles. They have a son, Bryan, 4'/2, and a 
son Jonathan, 1 'A. 

In a quotation from a piece he wrote for a 
magazine. Garner dares “to be different.” And with 
that, he said, is the joy of doing what he loves 
doing — writing, producing and directing pieces 
for Disney.

program at Cal State 
I.ong Beach.
